A new misterious station herad on Sunday was Radio ROWBOX. Nothing else then music and different kind of station announcements have 
been herd, but in the last part of the px the OP also gave his e-mail as radiorowbox@hotmail.com. 

A Radio ACTION from Holland has been heard with Hotline and Box 94, NL- 7038 ZH Zeddam announcements. Its not yet clear if this is the 
same action as that one that use Box 20 in Zeddam some years ago. That one was the same as Heideroosje on MW ... 

We got a letter this weekend; 

Do you realise that the authorities responisbie for raiding free radio stations read your loggings... It is a bad thing to give so much exact 
dates, times and evidence of station output, as it does definitely lead to to these stations being raided. This has happened to four stations 
in the past 12 months, and the DTI in GB have said that a lot of their information came from websites such as yours. Only give vague dates 
and times please. From all the Antares, Argus, Ram220 and Pipeline staff 

Answer: 

This has been up before. I am not aware of any station, except Radio UK, that has been raided during the last 12 months. This raid had nothing 
to do with SRSnews. The authorities gets their info via neighbours and others who complains about radio-sound everywere in the house. As 
FM and MW are more sensitive in UK, I guess that those being raided where FM or MW-pirates. SRSnews does not include logs from FM or 
MW stations. 

From Gary Stevans (BBMS/Ozone) we got this interesting list: 

Was thinking the group might like to know of the frequencies that have been used by pirates/out banders. 

76 mb 3.880-3.999: Very popular even with low power not a great deal of activity only 4 to 5 stations of a weekend a useable nighttime 
frequency for Laser Hot Hits on 3.935. 

85 metre communications band 3.450-3.495 Khz Isb: The Echo Charlie Band [CB type band] calling channel 3.475 Isb band is about 25 Khz 
either side of central frequency, occasional traffic UK, Germany and Holland, strong QRM at times, utility traffic, take care. 

52 mb 5.700-5.875: The 52 metre band used when the 48 mb is either full of stations or not propagating very well second hobby pirate 
broadcasting band. 

48 mb 6.200-6.400 (and beyond): The 48 metre band, this is the big one lots of stations on at the weekends and holidays etc from most of 
Europe and the UK plus a few from Scandinavia, with very little power good results can be achieved, the main Sunday morning hobby pirate 
broadcast band. 

45 mb 6.600-6.700 Khz Isb: This is known as the Echo Charlie range of frequencies with the calling frequency of 6670 Isb, good band for 
European traffic. Lots of stations from the UK, Germany, France, Netherlands, Belgium. Stations running with powers as lew as 2 to 5 watts, 
also used by utility stations, never gc tc usb. 

43 mb 6.940-6.955: This is the main US pirate band where mcst of the operation is in side band. 

42 mb 7.395-7.555: Propagating sometimes better than the 48 mb but only 3 to 4 stations using this band, also a good DX band after sunset. 
The outsider to this frequency range is the IRRS tc be found on 7.120 Italian Radio Relay Service, these put to air pirate tapes sent by hobby 
broadcasters, look for Laser Hot Hots on 7.455 and Radio Ozone/BBMS on 7.445. 

32 mb 9.180-9.350 Khz: The 32 mb is something of a new band, but has been experimented with. 

25 mb 11.400-11.550 Khz: The 25 mb mainly 11.404v has been used, gcod daylight DX band with the odd station as low as 10.355. 

22 mb communications band: The 22 mb has also been experimented with, channels such as 12.105 12.130 12.160 up to 12.256v with any 
clear spots in between. 

21 mb communications band 13.630-13.995 Khz AM/usb: The 13 mb has transcontinental traffic only occasionally used 13.630 -13.960 is the 
main hobby pirate broadcasting range, there is also an International CB band where the calling frequency is 13.995 usb. 

18 mb 15.550-15.835 (and lower): The 18 mb for pirates runs from 15.500 to 15.835 but channels below this have been used such as 15.025 
and 15.070 MHz, sometimes excellent for daylight DX. 

21 MHZ these three frequencies have been used 21.450 21.565 and 21.890. 

CB frequencies: 26.285 International calling frequency lower section usb. 26.740 International packet radio network Isb. 26.965 local packet 
radio network FM. 27.500 CW/RTTY frequency Isb. 27.555 International calling frequency high sectien usb. 27.700 slow scan TV. 

60 cm UHF 482-487 MHZ FM wide: In the Netherlands 60cm has been very poplar, the calling frequency there being 485.500, lew power and 
many miles, on a few milliwatts. 

21 cm SHF 1300-1350 MHz: Old satellite receivers are useful for this range with 13305 MHZ as the calling frequency. Fast Scan TV. Studio 

Medium Wave lew end 1.625-1.670: Most popular evening band with relatively low power 100 watts or less, I think the Dutch lead the World 
in pirating this section with their barrel organ music, but Germany-Belgium-Greece-Spain-Malta- and the former Yugoslavia have used this 
range, aisc try 1.350 1.475 and 1.593 Khz powers up tc 3 kW have been used mainly via army/government surplus equipment.

These frequencies are 6170, 5980 and 
5990 kHz. Our technicians have worked very intensively with new equipment we need for 49 mb: new transmitters (both 
25 and 48 mb!), new antennas etc. If everything goes right, we take this new band on use in July. We might also have 
some test transmissions, so please follow messages in our web pages.

8 September 2001: Went up to the usual Mountain micro-DXpedition QTH for the R. Borderhunter low power test. Set up a Dipole cut for 
15795 khz and Beverage cut for 2 wavelengths of the freq. Was ready to go by 2120. Conditons were pretty decent but not spectacular. 

15794.87 R. Borderhunter, *2145:00-0005, OC came on at 2139:45 and programming commenced at 2145:00 w/usual spaceflight 
countdown, and Into synth music at 2147. Played the song "Feel the Heat" often but also played songs by The Rolling Stones, and Bill 
Haley and the Comets. Besides the IDs, talked about the test, thunderstorms moving away, and the power during the reductions. 
Lowered power several times. 100% copy thorughout even down to 100 watts. Even though not all signal meters are calibrated the 
same, I had a peak of S-9 -h 1 0 at 2203, but down to S-4 at 100 watts. Went 

off from 2232-2236, and came back on In LSB on the exact same freq. "Feel the Heat" played again many times along with "Reggae 
Nights", "I Want You to Want Me" by Cheap Trick, and "Radar Love" by Golden Earring. Took e-mails during the test and gave the e- 
mall address once or twice. Said got 6 e-mail reports. A lot of talk about the power of course. Reduced power In Increments of 
100-80-50-20 watts, then between 8 and 10 watts, 3 to 5 watts, 800 to 1000 milliwatts, 500 mw, 100 mw, and 30 mwlllll Gave 
comments like "Almost no power", "This Is real DX", "Can you copy me", and "CQ Delta X-ray". Said was monitoring power on the xmtr 
meter and an external meter. Around 500 mw said he had no reading on the xmtr meterll At 2348 said the "External meter Is almost dead 
now". Was 100% copy until 800-1000 mw. Still about 90% copy then. About 30-40% copy at 100 mw. At 30 mw could only just barely 
make out announcements at 2352 and 2359-0000. Amazing. Immediately at the start of the test broadcast, I realized the Dipole was better 
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than the Beverage and used the Dipole exclusively. A special thank you goes out to The Borderhunter for making this most memorable 
DX experience!! Ranks right up there with hearing the Falkland Islands in 79'. And congratulations to David Hodgson who had even better 
signal than I IN (Valko 8 Sept) 

15069.93 Alfa Lima Int., 0005, Just before my MD ended, I caught ALL ID, e-mail. Mentioned people liking a lot of Beer and "don't forget 
to call". Usual dance music. Found //6303.63 using 122 foot Beverage. Of course 15069.93 was better. (Valko 9 Sept.) 

After the R. Borderhunter low power test, decided to head out back up to the Mountain a couple hours later for another round of

Weather: Perfectly clear, warm 65 degrees Fi! 

5805.04 R. Free London, 0446-0453, End of song then 2 men with song announcement and talk about various C&W and Pop artists. 
0448 nice R. Free London jingle, Pop/Rock song, 0450 more song announcements, talk about the DJs coming up in future broadcasts and 
nice ID with SW freq, then into more Pop music. Best signal heard yet, even better than last Winter. (Valko 9 Sept.) 

6210.07 R. Marabu, 0455-0544, End of song then dead air to at least 0500. Audio back later at 0512 recheck. Pop music, simple R. 

Marabu ID by M between songs at 0521. M in GM again at 0541, canned announcements over music including addr, nice ID at end 0544 
"All over Europe, R. Marabu". Decent signal but QRM from another het about 30 hz off. (Valko 9 Sept.) 

6295 R. Northlight (pres.), 0459 with OC, then start up of program with easy Dutch or German song. Continued nonstop music to 0511 
tune out. Came back at 0603 and heard more nonstop Dutch or German music to 0611. Not one announcement noted. Several UTEs here 
causing QRM, sometimes completely wiping them out. Too weak to ID anyway. (Valko 9 Sept.)

Couldn't get an ID. Fairly weak with SSB QRM for a time. Qff at 0531 and didn't come back. Who was this?? (Valko 9 Sept.) 

6235.70V R. Black Arrow, 0532-0551, Instru. mx w/ID at 0532. Songs "I'm on Fire" by Bruce Springsteen and "With or Without You" by 
U2. Nice ID at 0550. Dance music. Fair signal. Drifted down to 6235.55 by 0551. (Valko 9 Sept.) 

7446.17 Weekend Music R. 0553-0641, Pop/Rock music, many many live and canned announcements. Acknowledged listeners letter. 
Although it was quite strong, it was difficult to copy because of the muffled audio. (Valko 9 Sept.) 

6276.35 Swinging R. England, 0602-0628, Really nice signal while scanning the bands when I first got started. Comedy sitcom program 
at 0602. Back to music at 0620 with songs by Little Richard and Lou Rawls. Canned ads, jingle. Fading by 0628. (Valko 9 Sept.) 

7464.91 Laser Hot Hits, 0615, Roy Qrbison, 0616 man announcer, canned jingle, music with canned romantic dialog. //6220. This freq 
hammered by 7460 slop. 6220 was very good. (Valko 9 Sept.) 

15807.53 R. Black Arrow, 0648-0657, Addr given phonetically. Song by the Eurythmics, then "Dream Qn" by Aerosmith. Pop/Dance 
music, 0657 ID. Still going at 0706 recheck. Extremely weak, probably just because of non-resonant antenna. (Valko 9 Sept.) 

7434.07 BBMS, 0700, Gary Stevans talking about crystals, gave e-mail addr. Said "was a bit of a warm-up program". Greetings to 
German listeners. Good signal but CW QRM. (Valko 9 Sept.) 

Not a sign of East Side R. on either 15815 or 6270. Anyone hear them or didn't they make it?? 

Not a bad night of DXing. I'm looking fonward to the "extended" listening periods as sunrise gets later and later, but it won't get easier 
than it was this morning!!!

Talk about old off¬ 
shore radio stations. Mentioned "...BRI today is 48 meters shortwave and 107 FM. Your oldtime friend is back, 
BRI".Good signal, especially early on. (Valko 16 Sept./Hodgson, TN USA) 

6266.55 Station, Spur, or Image?? 0537-0700+, Very weak het. Was getting some music. The audio made it sound 
like a spur.

Jingles 
between songs. Canned dialog between man and woman with woman giving mention of "...one World, one 
radio station, your free Radio ??", but couldn’t copy the name. A relay of another station?? Seemed to go into 
an 80's format program after 0700 or so. Nice ID with freq and e-mail at 0707 "...Welcome to W.R. Internatio¬ 
nal the place for nostalgia....Good morning this is shortwave radio on 12256 khz and.... WRInternational.net...". 
About the clearest ID I've heard on this yet. Fady signal. Sometimes good, sometimes nearly completely 
gone. (Valko 16 Sept.) 
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15070, Alfa Lima Int, 0500-0700 16 Sept, Big signal after 0530. Many IDs, hellos and so forth. Anncd that he would no 
longer broadcast on 19m at night.(Hodgson TN USA) 

15794.87 R Borderhunter, 0545-0704 16 Sept, Signal was so strong I could hear it with a small travel portable inside 
the house, with only It's 1/2 meter whip. On the loom. It was near perfect. Mentioned wx was clearing up and 
played Lola by the Kinks. Many IDs.(Hodgson TN USA / Valko)

In the programme we were told that they were running on very low power which I believe was a BIG 
joke...the signal was Impressive with hardly no fading...just like that day some 17 years ago... Anyway, an e-mall address 
was given out as radiodeltainternational@hotmail.com.

Phoning in to Alfa Lima International's broadcast October 7th, station operator Martin announced that he has found 
a new QTH to transmit from. Studio Northlight could return already October 21 st with a power of 50-100 watts. Website:

There was a carrier on 
6210 kHz audible most of the morning, perhaps something went wrong with the tape for the Radio Marabu relay there?

Sunday morning 09-10 UTC 6260 and 7480 kHz were used in paraiiel for Jens Martin and 
Chris Iso doing a haif hour show summing up the project and commenting on the lack of co-operation within the free 
radio worid. Finaiiy, Spaceman shut down the marathon with another programme 10-11 UTC on 6262 kHz. it was a pity 
that BNL/CWRs modulation sounded low or rather distorted, yet the Levei 48 broadcasts were definiteiy this weekend's 
highiight. The US Free Radio Network's chatroom was used for discussion Saturday 12-14 UTC. 

However, oniy one listener joined in to talk to Andy Walker who contributed a coupie of shows to this Levei 48 weekend.

before we rush off too fast here, I want to add something to this discussion -that in fact is needed for the survival of the Free Radio 
Scene. There is no difference between the hunting today, when stuff is published on the www and yesterday when the lists were 
published in different magazines. Only different editors to cary the dog head. 

Yes - I'm very aware of the fact that the authorities know about the place to go to find lists with frequencies and stations names. 

No -1 will not agree that a printed magazine is safer. It's just a matter of time. And those guys have time on their side. If they wanted, 80% 
of all free radio stations would be raided during next week. But they aren't, beacuse they have time to wait for a suitable time. 

I can only answer for the SRSnews, and this is facts; 

* If a station doesn't want to appear on the www, we remove them. The subscribers via e-mail gets the full version. 

* If news or equal is too hot, it's not published on the www. 

* We can not, as AL wrote, check all frequencies to see if it's correct or not, I sometimes guess when I have a majority of one name and 
a few with another. 

SRSnews is not to be seen as the 100% correct loglist, such thing doesn't excist. And I belive that this stands for the other mentioned 
sources. 

If the operators belive that publishing logs officially on the www will harm them too much, I will of course change the routines for that, 
but as I have not received any clear yes or no in this matter, I continue as mentioned above. 

I would like to get some feedback on this, directly orviaSWpirates. But please, keep it realistic and do not just burst out. Letters including 
too many "fu**ing" and equal words are sent directly to the forgotten archive. 

SRSnews has been on the net since 1994, and I do think that this was the first time I actually seen the lists mentioned together with a raid. 
BUT, have in mind, before the www lists - how many were raided / year? The same as now? Probably! So do not blaim us completely 
- it is a dangereous hobby. And getting raided is one of the more negative side effects of it.

Just a few words to the discussion about Free-Radio-news on the internet: 

Certainly nobody can say that Radio Veronique or Mike Radio had been raided because of the reports about them on the 
internet. Both stations were amongst the most powerful stations on the shortwave and were furthermore on air very often. 


Certainly there has been a kind of "internet-panic" in the last weeks. But undoubtedly the authorities can get some useful 
information from the web. The excellent knowlegde of the RDR-officer who visited Mike Radio about those sites is an 
evidence of that. 


A try to make the internet a bit more safe could look like this: The news are sent out only by E-mail. On the web-site they 
are not available any more, or only by usin a password. 

Of course this is a restriction of the freedom of information, which is not easy to accept for all of us. But in my opinion it's 
the only way to at least keep a minimum of control about who reads the news and who does not. It is already a suocess, 
when we do not make it too easy for the authorities. I/S.D.

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QUESTIONNAIFCE FRESULTS _ 

Here at long last are the results of the survey [SRS news # 40] that has been conducted since that bulletin, the results 
were quite low, we had replies via 20 e-mails - 4 letters - with 1 phone call, the highest response was from Germany and 
the iowest from the UK. 

Answer to question # 1: It would seem that the age group of the listeners is around 45 years old, with the upper limits 
being from 23-73 years. 

Answer to question # 2: Hard Rock-Soft Pop-C&W-Folk-Heavy Metal, [NO to Jazz or Blues] and it looks like that covers 
almost every type of music apart from Dutch barrel organ. 

Answer to question # 3: Bands of the 1940s-Paul Simon-U2-Kate Bush-Suzanne Vega-Stephan Eicher-Madonna- 
Buddy Holly-anything from the 70s. 

Answer to question # 4: 75% said "NO MORE CAROLINE/ RNI OR LAZER BUT FLASH BACKS PLEASE" which ties in 
with question # 5, listeners want to hear features on the smaller stations such as the forts, eg Radio 390-Sutch-BBMS- 
Radio City, stories such as what happened to the transmitting gear. 

Answer to question # 6: 100% said "YES" but there should be loads of "Free Radio News" not just from the UK/Europe 
out look, but news from the Middle East-USA etc. 

Answer to question # 7: 95% did not want a on air equipment swopping feature, but 5% said the swopping of offshore 
tapes recordings would be a good idea. 

Answer to question # 8: A DX program !!! The answer was 100% ... NO. 

Answer to question # 9: E-mails-Phone Calls-quicker response to letters, some said "How about a newsletter" in e-mail 
form, or by post. 

Answer to question #10: 100% said two hours on a Sunday morning starting at 07.00 UTC was not good after working 
all week, we the listeners should be able to relax of a Friday evening and tune in from 1900-02.00 UTC and may be catch 
the shows we missed on the Sunday afternoon say from 1300-1600 UTC. 

Answer to question #11: Stations as a DX catch !!! this depends on the distance and the hardship it takes to hear the 
station, eg 30 watts from Ireland into Europe is a "DX Catch" likewise 150 watts into the USA, which ties up with question 
# 12 QSL Cards we are told "Do not over estimate or under estimate their value, in years to come these are a great 
reminder as to the station, but it is worth remembering that a QSL comes only as a thank you, for the input to the output 
of the programming, it is not automatically sent. 

Answer to question #13: Strange as it may seem 95% said there shortwave listening was dying, not just towards the 
hobby pirate but as a whole. 

So I end on a strange result and that is if 95% of you reported that your interest in shortwave [not just the hobby pirates] 
was dying why are you sending in logs !!!! It is hoped that stations reading this might now get their output aimed more 
towards the listeners !!!. 

One other strange result was, music is out!!!, while speech is very much in, how you are going to fill that advice is not 
going to be easy, some will stay in their time warp thinking "This music is great you have to like it", some will try and 
change who knows. 

I must now thank all those who took part in the questionnaire, names were many but I have selected a few outstanding 
replies these came from Ulf Ligander- Martin Schoech-Jonny @ SRS News-Vogelfreies Radio-Joe Vincent [JRRi]- Stan- 
Robbie-Pat-Dave Vickers-Chris Cortez-Steve H-to name but a few.
